Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
closest prior art of Kipphan et al. (US 5,182,721) relates "to improve the control 
of inking in printing machines so that a higher degree of agreement between the 
image impression of proofs or proof substitutes and production runs is achieved. 
. See col.2 lines 35-41 , further Kipphan teaches "The set or reference values of 
the color coordinates, i.e. the set color positions, by which the color deviations for 
the individual test areas are calculated, are fed into the measured value 
acquisition apparatus 10; for example the set values may be manually input by 
means of the keyboard 110. It is, however, simpler and more convenient to 
measure the proof, substitute proof or whatever else is to be used as the 
reference image with the present apparatus itself and to input the measured 
values or the data calculated from them as the corresponding set values, storing 
them in a memory". See col.5 lines 8-18. 

Kipphan failed to teach or suggest for determining a maximum value and a 
minimum value of amplitude values of said several reference image pixels in said 
reference image pixel field; storing said maximum value and said minimum value 
of each said reference image pixel as its reference image: producing a pluralitv of 
actual printed images in the course of an ongoing printing process using said 
printing press: using said scanning color camera for recording said actual images 
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having an actual image pixel field consisting of several actual image pixels: 
determining a maximum value and a minimum value of amplitude values of said 
several actual image pixels in said actual image pixel field: determining a 
deviation between said reference image pixel amplitude 
value and said actual image pixel amplitude value: providing a first, lower 
decision tlireshold value for said deviation and a second, higher decision 
threshold value for said deviation: and classifying said printed product as having 
poor quality when said deviation exceeds both of said first and second decision 
values. As cited in claim 24.
